ALMOST A TRAGEDY. 

Our advice to the management of the centennial 
celebration is: Don’t attempt to give the French Fete 
and Lafayette ball in the Twelfth street plaza on any 
night. Nor any other concentrated stage street show. 
The crush of people, which by sheer good fortune 
did not result in the death or serious injury of many 
persons, was the natural consequence of inviting 
, 800,000 people and their country cousins to see a 
stage entertainment in a space hardly large enough 
to accommodate 1 per cent of the invited guests. For- 
tunately many of the invited guests were wise enough 
to anticipate the result, which should have been an- 
ticipated before the fete and ball were arranged for 
the plaza, and stayed away. Otherwise the crush 
would have been worse than it was. 
Complaints were made that the police protection 
was inadequate, but a sufficient number of police to 
keep the crowd out of reserved seats and the show 
space would not have prevented the dangerous crush; 


made the conditions more dangerous and caused dis- 
astrous results. 

Under the circumstances reserved seats were an in- 
evitable mockery and to attempt to hold reservations 
by throwing out those who seized the seats was a 
tragical farce, but when twice as many tickets for 
the reservations in the central stand than there were

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A MATTER OF BUSINESS. 

A special committee of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, after a first hand investigation of con- 
ditions in Europe, declares that the United States 
cannot turn its back on Europe, but must assist in 
solving the economic and financial difficulties of that 
continent. 

The committee’s report contains nothing new. It 
simply reaffirms what has often been said. The pic- 
ture of nations exhausted, bankrupt, in bitter need, 
is familiar, as are the hates let loose by the war, 
the fears of future wars and the squandering of money 
on huge military establishments which should be 
expended in the rehabilitation of peace and industry. 

Our interest in this situation is neither sentimental 
nor altruistic. Business does not talk that language, 
and this report is the conclusion of business men. We 
are told, what our common sense from the first has 
told us, that, with American prosperity dependent to 
a large extent on trade with Europe, there can be no 
sound, permanent prosperity here until Europe can 
again trade with us. 

Such views run counter to the optimism that has 
been expressed at the bankers’ convention in Los 
Angeles; they condemn flatly the Fordney tariff bill 
now pending in the Senate which instead of encour- 
aging trade is frankly designed to make it more dif- 
ficult; such views are in direct issue with President 


The place for an open-air concentrated stage spec- 
tacle such as the fete and ball is the great natural 
amphitheater in Forest Park, where the St. Louis 
pageant was given. Even a vast space of that kind 
is inadequate for the invited guests to a free spec- 
tacle of city-wide interest, but it approximates ade- 
quacy and averts the danger of herding masses of 
people animated by the mob mind.

It is unfortunate that they must 
‘be disappointed because none but a small percentage 
can possibly see the spectacles, and in trying to see 
them the invited guests run the risk of death or in- 
jury in the crushes. It is better to disappoint our 
guests than to kill or injure them. 

Experience has shown that the street spectacle or 
stage show or the short-distance pageant cannot be 
given safely or satisfactorily in a large city. They 
belong to Main street. There was a narrow escape 
from tragedy last night. Let us avoid the danger 
hereafter.

St. Louis community centers will be the next of 
our institutions to suffer from the haphazard, im- 
provident financial system of the city.

STAND BY PROHIBITION! 


(Editorial From The Still at Home.) 

HE Still-at-Home has no quarrel with Mr. 

Volstead over hig bill to prohibit the man-. 
ufaucture of beer for medicinal purposes, inci- 
dental to putting more “teeth” in the prohibi- 
tion law. We can never forget, or regard light- 
ly, the debt of gratitude which our flourishing, 
tax-free industry owes to that gentleman per- 
eronally, and through him to the Anti-Saloon 
League. We Know there is considerable oppo- 
sition in the Senate to his present measure, 
with which some of our readers are sympa- 
thetic, on Constitutional grounds. But we do 
not believe their position in this matter is well 
coneidered. They perhaps do not sense the mo- 
tive which inspires the attacks of Reed. Brous- 
sard. Shields and other Senators upon the bill’s 
intent to set aside, or at the least minimize, 
the protection the search warrant affords. the 
citizen against liquor raiding. Ostensibly-—ana 
most persuasively, too—they are championing 
the Constitutional rights of the citizen; in reai- 
ity they are starting a skirmish which they 
hope to turn into a blg battle next fall before 
the electorate for the overthrow of prohubi- 
tic. Clever? Yes, very clever; and Mr. Reed's 
only chance to be returned a Senator from Re- 
publican Missouri. 

Where do our interests lie in such a asitua- 
tion? Where else than with prohibition? If 
that cause goes down in the battle of tLallots 
cur industry goes down with its creator. 

Beer is nothing to us. It was a vulgar, un- 
American drink in its days of freedom. Its 
chespness accounted for its wide sale among 
industrial workers and people of similarl,; sim- 
ple tastes and small earnings. Moreover. it 
sinned against the employers of labor by im- 
pairing the efficiency of labor, as the Anti- 
Saloon League made clear to the former in 
raising its $25,000,000 to put prohibition over. 

Nor is that all. There is absolutely nothing 
in common between beer as an article of com 
merce and our industry. It is too bulky to 
handle and too cheap in price to stand the 
heavy transportation charges to the best mar- 
kets, which are in the driest territory. Its 
“high visibility” offends the sensibilities of old- 
time prohibition communities—which do net 
60 much mind the presence as they do the 
law's discovery of Demon Rum in their midst. 
A somewhat similar moral twist distinguished 
the psychology of a period in the history of 
ancient Sparta, when to steal at any and every 
opportunity was quite respectable; but it was 
eternal disgrace to be caught in the commis- 
sion of a theft. 

True enough, the brewery product may have 
soine would-be users among the sick; but the 
sick are in a minority—and this country is run 
by majorities.

Experience Best Teacher. 

Experience is our best teacher, and 
our most painful. If we know enough 
to benefit from the experience of 
others we may save ourselves a good 
deal of suffering. 

From the experience of Russia in 
recent years there is a great deal 
which America can study with prof- 
it, just as wise nations in the past 
absorbed much of the benefit of the 
French nation’s miseries without 
themselves going through the terrors 
of revolution. From Russia we can 
learn several lessons in what to do 
—and a good many in what not 
to do. 

The eXtreme reactionary, if he is 
wise, can see that progress and jus- 
tice cannot be deferred permanently 
by the greed and obstinacy of a 
small minority, however great its 
momentary power. 

The extreme radical can see that 
there is no use in trying to run be- 
fore one has learned to walk, that 
no human mandate can alter funda- 
mental economic laws, that in thig 
extremely practical world we must 
nat let totally impractical ideals blind 
us to the realities of the present day 
and their insistent needs. 

Perhaps even more importanf, be- 
cause of the vastly greater number 
of human beings involved, is the 
lesson which the average middle-of- 
the-road individual American can 
absorb. Of the many things he has 
been able to learn certainly one tis 
this: That whenever a serious blun- 
der is made by a handful of reaction- 
aries or a handful of radicals, tem- 
porarily in control of a nation, the 
chief sufferer is the average citizen, 
the innocent bystander.

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} TRAINS COLLIDE IN : 
TUNNEL IN PARIS; 
MANY DIE IN FIRE 


Total of 33 Known to Be 
Dead, but Rescuers Have 
Been Unable to Reach 
Burning Coaches.

PARIS, Oct. 6.—A rear-end colll- 


sion of two suburban trains in the) 
half-mile tunnel leading to the St. 
Vazare railroad station last night led 
to terrifying scenes and the death of | 
many persons bound on their home- |

ward journey from Paris. The 
wrecked cars burst into flames, and‘ 
the disaster was made all the more 
terrible by the explosion of a gas 
reservoir. 

Seventeen of those injured have 
died in hospitals, according to the 
Havas Agency, bringing the total 
number of dead in the tunnel wreck 
to 33. Exploration of the 17 burned 
ears has not yet been possible, and 
it is feared that they contain addl- 
tional victime. 

The accident is said to have been 
due to the breaking of an airbrake 
pipe on the first train, and it is 
thought that the train following | 
came into collision through faulty 
working of the signals. 

Cries Silenced by Flames. 

The fire spread with great rapidity 


on all sides, but these finally were 
allenced, though the crackling of 
the blazing wooden coaches could 
atill be heard. 

The firemen, under Col. Hivert, 
were not prepared for the barrage of 
poisonous fumes which assailed them 
Finally 
they succeeded in playing four 
streams on the last coaches at the 
St. Lagare end of the tunnel, but 
these were empty and not burning, 
while 17 coaches, in the center of the 
tunnel, far away from the firemen's 
efforts, were burning flercely. 

At no time could they get closer 
than 500 feet from the _ inferno. 
Nevertheless, every now and then a 
passenger with blackened face would 
come straggling out, begging the 
helpless firemen, police and soldiers 
to enter the tunnel and save those 


dying within.

in the intense heat. Hundreds of the 
injured were able to escape by run- 
ning through the dark tunnel along 
the track to both ends. Troops were 
ealled out immediately to surround 
the scene of the disaster.
